**  Various  Matters  Diacuawd  in  the  In¬ 
terest  of  the  Public. 

The  regular  o>***Ur>g,of  the  Town  Com¬ 
mitted  wan  held  lt>  the.iomrorttee-rooni  on 
Wednesday  evening,  the  18tb  Inst.  Mem. 
bent  prntMiL  Tho*.  0»k«.  chairman 
H.  N.  iKeld.  F.  8.  Beftfon. 

Among  the  bills  preaeoted  to  the  com- 
mitt****  for  payment  wae  one  for  medical 
attefidan<-e,  board,  i  utalog  etc.,  of  an  uie 
fortunate  ir.  dividual  wb*>,  an  stated  by  the 
overseer  of  the  poor,  hailed  originally 
front  some  place  In  Connecticut 
The  committee  were  of  «he  opinion  that 
■»-  the  matter  was  worthy  of  more  consider*- 
tlon  :  Some  of  the  chargee  In  the  bil 
were  pronounced  exorbitant.  particular¬ 
ly  the  Item  for  services  In  procuring 
doctor,  which  nearly  equalled  fifty  per 
cent  of  the  doctor's  chargee.  It  was  re¬ 
solved  to  place  the  matter  In  bands  of  the 
poor  committee  for  investigation. 

The  perturbed  state  of  mind  Into  which 
the  committee  were  drawn  by  this  appar¬ 
ently  wholesale  onslaught  upon  the  public 
treasury  had  scarcely  subsided,  when 
It  was  again  violently  agitated  by  the 
presentation  of  another  till  from  the 
same  source.  A  member  speaking  with 
prophetic  forethought  estimated  that 
$500.  UO  would  not  even  meet  the  doctor 
bills  If  they  were  to  grow  In  this  manner. 
The  chairman  was  apparently  of  the  same 
opinion.  He  thought  it  was  not  right  to 
run  up  bills  like  the  one  under  considera¬ 
tion.  It  appeared  like  imposing  upon  the 
taxpayers.  Well-defined  lines  should  be 
drawn  between  what  is  dime  at  our  own 
expense,  and  what  we  have  done  at  the 
public  expense,  and  the  pub  ic  given  the 
benefit  of  all  possible  economy.  Mr. 
A’oorhees  requested  to  be  informed  as  to 
whether  he  should  use  his  own  discretion 
in  regulating  such  matters,  particularly  in 
regulating  the  number  of  visit*  a  physi¬ 
cian  should  make.  He  was  informed  that 
he  held  the  office  for  that  purpose  and  wag 
expected  to  exercise  discretion. 

Several  other  bills  were  presented  in 
regular  order,  noue  of  which  seemed  to  be 
worhty  of  particular  discussion  until  a  bill 
was  presented  for  supplying  provisions  on 
orders  issued  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor. 

A  committee-man  asked  If  different 
items  were  stated  in  the  bill.  On  being 
informed  in  the  negative  he  raised  the 
question  as  to  the  wisdom  of  paying  bills 
presented  in  that  form.  The  chairman 
a-skeii  the  overseer  if  he  was  aware  wh**t 
goods  were  purchased  on  orders  issued  by 
him.  He  replied  that  h*  was,  id  nearly 
all  cases.  The  chairman  hinted  at  the 
possibility  of  recipients  of  suclf  older*  in- 
ilnlging  lnt  comparative  luxuries  at  the 
public  expense.  Here  an  intensely  prae 
tical  discussion  ensiled  between  the 
chairman  and  Mr.  Voorhees  as  to  what 
constituted  necessaries  and  what  luxuries 
in  which  salt-pork,  dried  fish,  salt,  pepper 
and  canned  goods  were  mentioned. 

After  further  discussion  and  reasonable 
assurances  that  the  bill  was  correct,  it 
was  ordered  paid. 

On  representation  by  the  gas  committee 
that  several  of  the  town  lamps  were  in 
bad  order,  the  committee  were  empower¬ 
ed  to  purchase  twenty-four  new  lanterns. 

Mr.  John  Causbrook,  representing  the 
gas  company,  here  arose  and  asked  the 
privilege  of  addressing  the  committee. 
His  request  being  granted,  he  proceeded 
to  state  that  In  accordance  with  request 
the  company  had  consented  to  allow  the 
town  to  burn  the  gas  one  hulf  hour  longer 
than  the  time  stipulated  in  the  contract. 

Mr.  Causbrook  further  informed  the 
committee  that  he  was  authorized  by  the 
company  to  state  to  the  committee  that  if 
they  had  in  contemplation  the  using  of 
electric  light  that  the  company  were  will¬ 
ing  to  expeud  a  sum  ranging  between 
,  eight  and  ten  thousand  dollars  in  erecting 
a  plant  for  furnishing  the  above  mention' 
ed  light. 

Mr.  Causbrook  suggested  the  advisabili¬ 
ty  of  liloomfield  and  Montclair  combining 
in  this  matter,  and  he  was  emphatic  in  his 
assurances  that  the  company  he  represent¬ 
ed  would  furnish  the  light  as  cheap  as  it 
was  possible  for  any  other  company  to  do. 

The  fire  com  mitt  e  stated  that  they  had 
received  application  for  some  of  the  old 
hose  belonging  to  the  town,  and  were  ac¬ 
cordingly  instructed  to  sell  it. 

The  sidewalk  committee  stated  that 
constable  Foster  had  informed  them  that 
he  had  received  several  complaints  about 
bicycle  riders  using  the  sidewalk.  The 
committee  requested  to  be  informed  if 
there  was  an  ordinance  prohibiting  such 
vehicles  on  the  sidewalk.  The  subject 
evidently  was  not  deemed  of  much  impor¬ 
tance,  as  no  action  was  taken  upon  it.

The  Urlonn  n«-rt* 
represented  by  seveotv-five  deleg"  t*-»  and 
were  as  follows  :  Fhst,  feeoond  and  a  Col- 
orad  Union  of  Newark.  Orange  and  South 
orange.  Irvington.  Montclair  and  Bk*om- 
fleldT 

Mrs.  Deoman.  the  County  President,  oc¬ 
cupied  the  chair.  Mrs.  Downs,  the  Stale 
President,  v|4ia.  Butler,  until  recently  of 
the  National  Mrs.  White,  of  Passaic  Co. 
and  Mrs.  Seabrook,  off  Monmonth  Co. 
were  on  the  platform.  The  Rev.  Mr.

Mrs.  Hussey  was  vigorous  in  her  words  of 
warning  and  rebuke  against  the  evil  of  so¬ 
cial  Impurity  which  is  attacking  society 
and  referred  to  many  prominent  writers 
on  this  subject.  Mrs.  Bachelder,  State 
Supt.  of  Literature,  had  for  sale  a  large 
uumber  of  temperancej  tracts,  and  many 
were  distributed  through  the  audience. 
Just  before  closing  the  question  box  was 
op-med  by  Mrs.  Downs  and  the  questions 
answered  In  her  clear  and  practical  way. 
Mrs.  Downs  Inspires  us  with  confidence, 
and  we  congratulate  the  temperance  la¬ 
dies  on  having  such  a  champion. 

The  Convention  closed  with  prayer  and 
benediction  by  Rev.  Mr.  Dransfleld.  A 
strong  Interest  was  sustained  all  through 
the  day,  and  a  feeling  of  harmony  and 
good  will  pervaded  all  that  was  done. 
We  are  sure  a  day  spent  thus  will  give  an 
impetus  to  the  work  that  will  be  felt 
through  the  County  and  State.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted : 

1st.  Resolved  :  that  we  stand  to-day  as 
heretofore  by  the  motto  of  our  New  Jer¬ 
sey  State  Union,  viz.,  Total  abstinence 
for  the  Individual,  Prohibition  for  the 
State  and  Nation  ” 

2d.  Resolved,  that  it  is  Inconsistent  for 
members  of  the  W.  C  T.  U.  to  patronize 
1  grocery  stores  where  liquor  is  sold,  or  any 
stores  that  do  business!  on  the  Sabbath  » 

3d.  Resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  this 
convention  are  due  to  the  Legislature  for 
raising  the  age  of  consent  to  sixteen  years, 
also,  for  a  law  for  biddjing  young  children 
to  be  kept  In  Alms  Houses,  but  to  be  plaoed 
In  R  formatories,  also,  for  tiie  bill  signed 
by  the  Governor"  For  the  protection  of 
women,*'  attaching*  penalty  of  $1  000  fine 
and  fifteen  years  imprisonment  to  the 
nun  who  entices  younjj  girls. 

4th.  Resolved,  that  this  convention  re¬ 
gards  with  special  favor  and  gratitude  to 
God  the  recent  action  of  the  New  Jersey 
Legislature  in  passing  the  School  Suffrage 
bill  whereby  women  are  allowed  to  vote  at 
the  election  of  school  trustees  in  our 
respective  school  districts.  We  earnestly 
request  our  Unions  to  exercise  their  privi¬ 
lege  In  Its  fullest  extent  without  fear.  By 
this  means  we  may  succeed  in  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  teraperanaa  teaching  in  our 
public  schools. 

5th.  Resolved,  that  we  will  continue  to 
besiege  the  throne  of  grace  in  behalf  of 
the  Law  and  Order  Association. 

6th.  Resolved,  that  our  thanks  are  due 
to  the  sisters  of  the  Eighth  Ward  Union, 
for  their  hearty  entertainment  at  this 
county  convention ;  to  the  visitors  for 
their  words  of  God-speed  and  to  the  sis¬ 
ters  representing  Unions  lu  other  counties 
for  their  words  of  encouragement  aud 
cheer. 

7th.  Resolved,  that  copies  of  these 
resolutions  be  sent  to  Newark  Daily  Ad¬ 
vertiser,  Journal,  News ,  Register  and  New 
Jersey  Temperance  Gazette.
